This parliament will take place 
in the Union Ballroom tomorrow 
«vening at k p.m. and the wholf> 
program will be carried on accord- 
ing to parliamentary procedure. 
Professor Tuck will be installed 
ns speaker and Profcsior John 
Culliton as Governor General will 
deliver the speech from tlic throne. 

Prime Minister for this opening 
session will be John Chipman 
chairman of (he Liberal Club at 
McGilt. For the opposition John A 
Macdonald and Cranford Pratt 
will lead the debate. 

The Liberal party has announc- 
ed its cabinet for the forthcoming 
Fession. The following are the min- 
isters and the posts they will hold: 
Prime Minister and Minister for 
External Affair.v, John Chipman;

Active Interest 
In World Affairs 
Said Necessary 

Cameron, Psychiatrist, 
Examiner of Hess 
Takes Definite Stand 

"Unless the individual takes an 
active interest In world i^ffairs, 
such situations as the present civil 
war in China will not Improve, 
they will steadily grow wor.«," said 
Dr. D. Ewcn Cameron. Dr. Cam- 
eron returned on Saturday from 
Nuernberg, where he, together 
with nine other Allied psychiatrists, 
questioned Rudolf Hess. 

Besides beting the Psychiatriat- 
in-Chicf of Royal Victoria Hospital, 
Dr. Cameron is also head of the 
Allan Memorial Institute, McGiU's 
school of psyçhialry. He left Mc- 
Gill for Nuernburg on the 11th of 
November, and joined three out- 
standing psychiatrists from the 
United Slates, together with the 
seven representatives from Russia, 
Great Britain and France. 

in Germany these men, all lead- 
ers in their field, interrogated Hess, 
once the No. 2 Nazi, and found that 
he was not insane. When Hess par- 
achuted into the Scottish Lowlands 
he expected to meet the dominant 
figures in British politics. Inciud- 
ing the King himself; and when he 
found that he was being constant- 
ly fiuestioncd as to German mil- 
itary strength, he knew that his 
mission had failed. On replying 
that he was In Ignorance as to these 
matters, he was questioned again; 
but when he said that he did not 
remember anything concerning the 
questions, he was left alone. 

As H result he developed a de- 
fence mechanism, and whenever he 
was interrogated, he simulated am- 
nesia. However, when he was tak- 
en to Nuernburg and came in con- 
tact with his former associates, and 
was reminded by the prosecution 
of past events, he gradually began 
to form a confused picture of his 
past life. 

After his memory had retumnd 
he kept up the pretence, but realiz- 
ed that il was futile, and so pro- 
claimed that he was perfectly sane 
and that his amnesia had departed 
completely. Also Hess loved the 
limelight, and knew that .he would 
catch it by his dramatic proclama- 
tion of his sanity. 

While speaking of the German 
people. Dr. Cameron stated that 
Ihey fell no feeling of guilt, as they 
can always blame Hitler and say 
that they were merely taking or- 
ders. Mt attributed the bclligereno 
of the German people since the 
lime of Frederick the Great to the 
fact that their social system was 
formed in such a way that every- 
one was subservient to some other 
official higher up. As a result they 
developed no sense of responsibil- 
ity and paid no attention to th» 
rise of a dictator. In fact they 
welcomed a dictator as il relieved 
them of the little responsibility 
they already had. 



Scientists Report Synthetics 
Emphasized inJSerman Research

German science had been devel- 
oped during the war. In specialized 
fields according to the needs of the 
German people was the Bcncrnl 
report of a group of Canadian 
scientists, recently returned from 
Germany, and interviewed Friday 
at a press conference of the De- 
partment of Jtcconstruction. Ger- 
man emphasis had been on' synthe- 
tics to supply the place of materials 
which she did not have herself, 
and she had made particular strides 
in synthetic foodstuffs and cloth- 
ing. 

Dr. A. C. Burton, formerly of the 
staff of the University of Toronto 
and now at the University of West- 
ern Ontario voiced the conclusion 
of the scientists present when he 
said that the lack of freedom of 
thought in Germany was at the 
root of the wcaknsss of her scien- 
tific development. Universities and 
professors alike, cut off from con- 
tact with reasearch in other coun- 
tries, were Just now reporting with 
amazement the results of the re- 
searches In subjects which the tree 
world had mustered years ago. 

In parllcvlar. Dr. Burton "sug- 
gested that the results of the in- 
vestigation of German scientific 
establishments should be a warn- 
ing tO'Canada.of the need to leave 
her scientists free to carry on basic 
research without restriction. Basic 
research did not show dividends 
immediately, but it was a long 
term investment which eventually 
brought results. 

tierman research, instead of be- 
ing expanded at the beginning of 
the war, had actually been con- 
tracted. Chemists and engineers 
had been regarded as key men at 
the beginning of the war,. but phy- 
sicists had been sent to*the army. 
Heads of physic Inslilulioiis had 
been drafted as privates. By 1043, 
Germany realized her mistake, but 
it was too late for her to catch up 
in' the race for atomic energy. 

Research projects were cancelled 
when war began, unless they could 
be completed in six months. New 
projects were authorized only for 
specific purposes, such as Uio 
elimination of manufacturing dif- 
ficulties In the use of synthetic 
rubber. Pure research was out. 

The world knew that German 
aeronautical engineering had been 
developed to a high place. Never- 
theless, German planes were not 
the match for most Allied aircraft. 



Dr .J. J. Green, Chief Research 
Aeronautical Engineer, Air Trans- 
port Board, pointed out that this 
anomaly could probably be traced 
to the lack of coordination of re- 
search. Industry, and the Luftwatfo 
at the highest level. Neither Goc- 
ring nor Hitler were interested 
enough in research to visit the re- 
search establishment bearing tho 
former's name. Funds, were badly 
allocated for research, with one 
establishment having too much 
money and another not enough. 

Dr. Green described one develop- 
ment in which the Germans were 
far é ahead ot the democracies 
Speaking of the compressibility 
stall, which affects the flight ot an 
airplane as It approaches the speed 
of sound by destroying the "lift" 
of the wing, he pointcl out that tho 
Germans had developed a "swept 
back" wing which prevented this 
phenomenon from occurring until 
B much higher speed. (The Glostci 
Meteor, the plane which presently 
holds the world's speed record, is 
powered with engines which allow 
It to attain a speed which is high- 
er than its wings will allow it to 
fly safely). And yet this new wing, 
which would have allowed higher 
speeds, was never put into pro- 
duction in Germany because she 
was pinning her faith on directed 
weapons (radio controlled aircraft 
and projectiles which could be di- 
rected to their target. 

Important advances In synthetic 
textiles had been made by Ger- 
many, because she lacked natural 
fibres. Rayon which could nl be 
distinguished from wool by look 
or feel was necessary because the 
supply of ordinary wool was un- 
availa.ble. This "wool" was shrlnk- 
proof, .crushproof, and waterproof. 
Dr. Paul Larosc, of the National 
Research Council and a graduate 
of McGill University, pointed out, 
however, that lack of coordination 
held back German science. The 
head ot the German Rayon Re 
search Institute, with 400 people 
working for him. was not able to 
describe the work and the prob 
lems with which his Institute was 
dealing. 

Synthetic food brought forth the 

most interesting dcscripllorts of 
German inventions.' "Fritz" n new 
type of churn, is capable of pro- 
ducing 450 kilos of butter an hour 
—a large output from .a machine

to obtain facilities at U. of M. for 
the assembly. 

Guest Speakers 

Veterans' Minister Mockcnzic was 
asked to speak to the conference 
but owing to previous engagements 
was unable to attend. In his stead 
he deputized Major-Gencral E. L. 
.M. Bums, Director General of Re- 
habilitation, Department of Veteran 
Affairs. Although university vet- 
erans have specific problems as stu- 
dents. It was felt essential that 
unity with all veterans bo main- 
tained and so the arrangements 
committee Invited Mr. Alex Walker, 
National President of the Canadian 
Legion, to attend as a guest speaker.

The meeting 
also endorsed the recommendation 
that three delegates. In addition to 
Jack Pyc, NFCUS Chairman, re- 
present McGill at the National con« 
ference. Those elected were: Clem 
Bcauchamp, Jay Jackson, and Mel 
Shiftman. These names and re- 
ports will bo presented to the Stud- 
ents' Executive Council for ap- 
proval on Wednesday Night. 
REPORTS PRESENTED 
All reports presented at tho 
meeting arc the result of two 
weeks' intensive work by repre- 
sentatives ot fifteen clubs and soc- 
ieties and cover tour distinct topics 
that it is expected will be discussed 
at the national conference. The 
topics were: 

Veterans Rehabijitation. 

Educational Opportunities and 
FaciUties. 

National Unity. 

NFCUS Constitution. 

In the report on the Veterans 
Reh.ibilitation, Panel Chairman.^ 
Lcn Starkcv stressed and suppot't- 
cd with figures the Inadequacy of 
the present government grants and 
recommended increases for both 
single and married veterans. Ho 
also stressed tho need for a nation- 
al low cost housing program and 
the organization ot student vet- 
erans' co-operatives as a means of 
alleviating the present acute hous- 
ing shortage. Full employment, it 
was also pointed out Is a prercqui- 
it if our veterans arc to be assured 
of the security and high standard 
of living they so justly deserve. 

Eleanor Baxter, cholnnan of the 
Educntional Committee pointed out 
the great strain that exist on pre- 
sent university facilities and staff 
and she recommended on behalf ot 
her committtec thai: 

a) Temporary army huts be built 
adjacent to all campi to relieve 
the congestion in lecture rooms. 

b) AI0113 range program subsud- 
izcs and supported by the govern- 
ment be instituted Immediately to 
build additional permanent facili- 
ties.

'I'lic directories arc typed and checked in tlic 
administration offices, and then sent otit to tlic 
printer. Tt appears, from all investigation con- 
diirlcd by tiic .Student E.xccutivr. Couneil last 
fall, lliat '"the diflieuitici of priorities in the 
printing trades," after llic Imndbook has been 
made up, constitute an inevitable delay about 
which little can be done. But the process of 
making it up could very well be shortened by 
several weeks, and from the point of view of 
llic student body, whose use of the linndbook 
would very undcrslnndabiy be concentrated in 
the early months of the session, it is essential 
that attention be focusscd on this part of the 
process for a remedy. 

.\t a discussion of l\n- matter on October 
18, the .Student Executive Council was informed 
that the main caujc of the preliminary delay 
were the late registrations, especially those of 
the post-graduatc students. The Council there- 
upon made the suggestion that "late registra- 
tions be enclosed in a supplement.'' This would 
mean that within the first ten days of October, 
the ty])e-writtcn and carefully checked manu- 
script could be sent to the printer, and would 
contain the names of all but a few score stu- 
dents. Most of these c.Nceptions, if not all, would 
not be undergraduates anyway. 

This counter-suggestion of the administra- 
tion offices, which carry the burden of putting 
out these directories, was read to the (Council 
two weeks after the above suRgestion was made. 
This was to the effect that the Council pay an 
additional $50.00 for the services of a steno- 
grapher. Since by that time, November 1, the 
session was already well wider way, the Council 
turned down the counter-suggestion for this 
year, but directed ils cliairman to interview thu 
Registrar "rcpardinp the points just discussed 
with the view of jjutiiug them into operation 
ne.\t year." 

Subsequently, wc might adil in iiarcnthcscs, 
the directories were sent out by the printer per 
express, just in time to be caught in the Christ- 
mas rush, so that after several weeks delay in 
transit, tlicy have finally arrived by freight. 
Had this not occurred, they might have been 
in use immediately before the Christmas holi- 
days. 

Within the last four years the directories 
have been coming out later and later. Tliej' 
arc such a great help to the students and to the 
administrative and teaching staff* that they 
would be bought if they came out as late as 
February. The Student Executive Council this 
year has shown a_ fair amount of long-range 
vision: in coiidueting as much correspondence 
as it did regarding the N.F.C.U.S.; in promoting 
a revision of the Students' Society constitution, 
and in deciding to appoint ne.\t year's Fresh- 
man Committee in February. It cannot allow 
its reputation lo be lessened by not making 
every effort to bring about .-i permanently carlv 
appearance of our directoric?. Future gcncrn- 
fions of students .«liould associate tlic red 
pamphlet with the falling of the leaves, not with 
the melting of the snows.

Dr. Lomcr returned to .McGill University in 102O 
as University Librarian to carry on the professional 
and .«cliolarly tradition of his predecessor, Charles 
iicnry Gould and to contribute lo librarianship in 
Canada his gifts of culture and Icnrnitig, : and his 
appreciation and Icnowledge of thai which is best 
in art and literature. 

The Krowtli of the Library diiriii!; tlir 2:) years of 
his administration is evidence of his ability to at- 
tract friends and worthwhile material to the library. 

With the help of special gift funds Dr. Lomer 
has gradually built up a valuable collection of 
treasures fnnn tlic book world of the ancient.-. Many 
of these arc exhibited ns a permanent collection in 
ihc Library Museum and this arrangement is an 
"excellent example of museum technique" and also 
m .example of Doctor Lomer's keenness on museum 
.work for its educational value. This has led him 
practically to Ihe pioneer work In Montrcsl of ar- 
ransinR scries of larfic and small exhibits of the 
Library's resources ofr the benefit of the students 
and the public. 

Dr. Lomer revived the McGill Summer School 
in 1920 and in 1927 with the aid of the Carnegie 
Corporation, cstabll.slied it.s as a graduate school, its 
students being the first to receive a degree, in Can- 
ada. He also organized summer courses in librarian- 
shin in Prince Edward Island, British Columbia and 
at Banff. By a request he has delivered several of 
his lectures in French to the French Library School, 
his familiarity with their lansuagc bcinp much ap- 
preciated. .^5 H result of n bui vcy of library condi- 
tions in Prince Edward Island, conducted by Doctor 
Lomcr in 1032, there was a three-year demonstra. 
tion and later establishment of an excellent system 
of library service. 

Outside these special fields of work, Dr. Lomer 
Is well known in England and the United States for 
his constructive Interest and efforts for the advance- 
ment of library organization and the raising , of 
standards of professional training and services. Re- 
cognition has been shown by his election to many 
honoured library Institutions. 

When Dr. Lomcr decided to make library ad- 
ministration his , profession someone observed that 
the field of education had lost a born scholar. Now 
it Is difficult to estimate the extent of the gain to 
the field of library education by that decision.

Surprisingly few of the many 
students who enter Redpath Li- 
brary during the day arc aware of 
the existence of the .McGill Univer- 
sity Library School on the lowest 
floor of the building. Although the 
number of students in the School 
is relatively small they arc playing 
an increasingly important role In 
Canada as the need for librarians 
in schools, universities and othci, 
institutions become more pressing 

The Library School i.s 'entered 
through a door directly at the fool 
nf the lower stairs, and a book 
lined corridor leads to the office of 
the Secretary, Miss Reynolds, and 
to two bright study rooms. In this 
virtually unknown section of the 
Library one lone mule attends lec- 
tures- with 21 female future li- 
brarians, though last year there 
were six men. 

The .McGill Library School of- 
fers its graduates tlic degree of 
Daclielor of Library Science and 
shares with the University of Tor- 
onto the distinction of being one of 
the two Canadian library sehooli 
nccredited by the American Libniry 
Association. McGill has been first 
on all counts in library training In 
Canada. In the .summer of 1904 Iho 
first classes of this sort were held. 
They were orKnnlzcd by the Li- 
brarian, Mr. C. H. Gould, in con- 
sultation with Or. Melvil Dewey. 
Director of the New York State 
Library School at Albany. This 
course was repeated In the sum- 
mers of 1905. 1907. 1010-1 1. 1913-14, 
1820-24. 1026 and 1927. and ns th« 
demand for more adequate ttaln- 
ing became pressing. Dr. G. R. 
Lomer, who becamev Librarian, in

1020, proposed in 1921 the establish- 
ment of a sessional course. This 
was approved by the Corporation 
in the same year, and by the Board 
of Governors early in 1022, The 
realization of these plans was madr 
possible by the cooperation with 
the University of the Carnegie Cor- 
poration and the first sessional 
course under > the auspices of a 
Canadian university opened in Sep. 
tcmbcr 1027. It was then accredit- 
ed by the Board of Education for 
Librarlan.ship of the American 
Library Association. 

By 1930 the University was pre- 
pared to offer a degree course of 
one year, culminating In a B.L.S. 
degree, and the School was accred-

A required part of the course is 
a professional trip to New York 
in the spring. Not only arc the stu- 
dents taken "behind the scenes" in 
such great libraries as the New 
York Public and Columbia Univer- 
sity but ihcy visit spécial libraries 
of all types including the National 
Broadcasting Company's Music Li- 
brary, General Information Library 
and Legal Library. A visit Is made 
to the rinnetarium, the Natural 
History museum, and the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art where 
special privileges arc accorded 
them in seeing how a great museum 
works.

After his short stay as a profes- 
sional pugilist, •Phillips became 
coach of the V.M.H.A. and has been 
with this organization ever since. 
He developed such boxers as E. 
Brown, (light-heavyweight), who 
won the Dominion of Canada 
Championship, and who is now a 
successful business man. Maxie 
Berger is another of bis proteges, 
who won international fame and 
\tIio is still in the ring. This year 
(or the first time McGill has ac- 
quired the services of this coach. 

Although giving a great part of 
his time to coaching young boxers, 
Phillips docs it as a hobby, his main 
interest being a salesman for an 
important Canadian firm.

VETERANSkCO|S|FiERENCE 




On December 27, 28, 29, the Canadian Universities' Veterans Socie- 
ties are holding a conference in Montreal. To this conference each 
university is permitted to send three delegates, one of these to be an 
official representative whose expenses will be paid by a financial pool 
of all the colleges. 

What do the student veterans on the Canadian Campus think of 
this conference? What do they expect from it? What plans arc they 
taking with them to Montreal? 

V.NJS. 

The University of New Brunswick reports that its veterans arc 
looking forward to the results of the conference. The Student Council 
is sharing the expense of sending two delegates. As a result of a survey 
of the veterans on the New Brunswick campus, which found that 80 
per cent, were dissatisfied with housing conditions and that the living 
cost for a single veteran was $86 per month, the two delegates will 
present a brief asking for low cost housing, an increased grant for 
married men, and free texts. 

MOU.VT ALLISON 
Opinion on the Mount Allison campus Is less hopeful, though the 
students there feel that this meeting should bring results by bringing 
the separate Veterans' Cliibs together. Some students expressed the 
opinion that the conference should iron out a few problems regarding 
courses, but that the government should not be asked to supply more 
spending money. Others think that the conference is a good idea but 
will not accomplish very much. They argue that the government has 
had four years to think it over— and is not likely to change its policy, 
since a rise in allotments would be a step towards inflation. 

U. OF MANITOBA 
A similar point of view prevails at the University of Manitoba, 
where most students welcome the conference as a good idea but doubt 
whether it can accomplish anything definite. Again housing and finan' 
cial problen MW>»e| flritjtliiut;sro^ think, that; such a confer 

cnce should 1do'more''tiian asK^andouts. Specitil f a'ciùttës for obtaining 
summer jobs have been suggested as helpful to the student veteran. On 
the whole the emphasis 6n the Manitoba campus has been towards 
making the veterans feel they arc students, not ex-servicemen. 
TORONTO UNIVERSITY 
This has been the attitude at the University of Toronto, where no 
veterans* club or association has been formed. The StudentsV Adminis- 
trative Council handles the veterans' problems of finance and housing, 
and It is felt that veterans will be more easily assimilated into the 
student body without any veteran organization. As a result there will 
be no official delegate sent to the conference from the University of 
Toronto campus. 

' U. OF MONTREAL . 
Students at the University of Montreal, where the conference meet 
ings may be held, expect that the conference will help to analyse the 
needs of student veterans as a whole, and .serve to qystalize their 
common demands. 

MeOlLL 

"Both veteran and student opinion at McGill University is unani- 
mously in favour of a national conference Veterans believe that their 
problems are of national significance and can best be solved by con 
certed and coordinated action. Non-veteran students wished the con- 
ference every success. One of them expressed the opinion that "Since 
the government doesn't seem to be doing anything in respect to im- 
proving the vet's lot, why. It's up to them."

ents who meet a certain specified 
academic standard have their fees 
paid and be granted a living allow- 
ance. 

In the absence of Mr. Gus Rlch- 
ter. Chairman of the NFCUS Cons- 
titution Committee. Shirley Shift- 
man rend the report of that panel. 
The report .Thowcd that the present 
constitution is adeauate in most re 
spect. and that the object of the 
federation "to promote in every 
way possible a better understand- 
ing among all students; a greater 
degree of cooperation between all 
Canadian universities for the pro- 
motion of national interests and to 
provide a means for developing 
International relationships with 
student groups in other countries," 
Is admirable. 

However, it was felt that the 
structure of the organization does 
not allow for that object being 
carried out in the best possible 
way. This is due mainly to the lack 
of provision for full participation 
by all students at the various uni 
versities in NFCUS activities. The 
major amendment advised by the 
rcDort suggested that local NFCUS 
composed of representatives of all 
campus organizations, and all la 
tcrested. students, be set up at each 
tmlvcrsity to carry out the deci- 
sions of NFCUS and to prepare for 
national conferences. A further 
amendment suggested that the offi- 
cial rcDresentativc of each univer- 
sity be elected annually at an as- 
sembly called by the local NFCUS 
committee. 

National Unity panel chairman 
Clem eBauchamp outlined the 
basic causes of disunity: the con- 
clusions for action by the pressure 
of public opinion were self evi- 
dent. It was emphasized that in- 
formation and the elimination of 
these causes would slowly dispell 
the feeling of disunity prevalent 
in this country.
